neat tu live weight. Sach an 
will always con.ain fat enough with the 
meat fiber to make it palatable, juicy 
und nourishing. The fat purts of beef 
eattle or mutton sheep are little used 
as human food Hence the crucial test 
be the greatest) proportion 
of lean meat (muscle) to the enreasy. 

It is well known that steers quickly 
fed to fatness on sweet, flush pasturage 
give the most succulent and finely-tlar- 
ored food. Why? ‘The relative propor- 
tion of fat and Jean is normal Fat 
cows sell for less money per pound 
than steers. Why again? The propor- 
tion of fat to lean is preater, as the 
principal cause, and, as a secondary 
reason, although better flavored than 
that of the bull, the meat of the cow is 
not so delicate as that of the steer. 
Fashion, however, years ago decided 
that a carcass must be considered in- 
ferior if it did not show immense devel- 
Opment of fat, even to great patchy 
masses on the outside. It was estab- 
lished in the ‘good old days” of tallow 
candles. when fat was one of the most 
important parts of the animal. So long 
as fashion demands this feeders mus! 
cater to it. Indian corn will easily 
mnake fat. Some food, richer in phos 
phate and nitrogen, however, is re. 
quired with corn, to keep the proportion 
of fat and lean equal If the true rela 
tion as between fat and lean were un. 
derstood by the buyer this could be pro- 
duced probably cheaper to the consumer 
than the monsters of fat so much ad. 
mired at our fat-stock shows. Yet so 
long as the feeder and buyer alike take 
pride in these fat-overloaded animal: 
there wil) be no change. The fact, 
however, remains constant: the last 
two hundred pounds of fat added to 2 
steer, ripe in flesh, add only tothe cos! 
of the succulent lean meat produced.

The black cattle, the Devon, and the 
graded Hereford bring the best prices 
at Smithfield market. The reaction has 
already set in in the United States to 
the effect that a yearling or a two-year- 
old, however fat, does not constitute a 
beef animal, and in the case of that 
wonderful animal of bovine develop- 
ment, the Horn, serviceable ani- 
mals, even would be called by 
some breeders ‘plainly bred'’—what the 
seller hoping to get something over a 
hundred dollars for would call “useful” 
—these are coming to have more and 
more advocates year by year. They are 
not wonders of precocious fatness, but 
they are nevertheless just the avimals, 
whatever the breed, that, bought at one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty dol- 
lars for @ bull, will pay one bundre 
per cent on the investment to breed 
grates onthe common stock of the 
receding farmer. If they lack some- 
what of early maturity they give stout 
hearty feeding calves that will make 
thick-fleshed steers and cows of more 
than average goodness at the pail. 
There would seem to be no better time 
for the intending purchaser than now 
to enablu the Bull to become fully 
**wonted’’ to the herd before the brecd- 
ing season commences. —Ciicago Trib-
